Tba aext qacstlon is, when will It 
end? Unlesa Spain backs dawn and 
sues for paaoa, it is certain that it u 
to ba BO ehoK aad sharp ooafliet. It 
may be sharp enough at tiiBes, but 
bpsin can prolong tbe struggle ia- 
astaMy aalasa the Ualtad States' 
adopla a war program much different 
from what ia now oontemplated. Tbe 
aoeapatloa aad eaptare el Onba mmy 
ke relatively an cany iiiiiitsr. An 
aCeoUve blockade will do much to 
feaslea the aad tbara. That ia even 

now well begun. The anninp ami 
equipping of the insurgent army hy 
this govsmaiMt wiU grsatljr increase 
its efBciencjr aad auy < nnMe ilouies 
to defeat the Hpsnitiii xnsy uuder 
Hlsocu. 

There is no doubt but that Havana 
eaa be forced to sniraoder by a 
kmmbardmeDt from tka Aaierican 
fleet under Admirsl SsmpsoB,and tbe 
capture of tbe laland by tbe insur- 
genu and an Americaa ar^J al aa> 
copalloo will follow. 

This, boworsr, will Botnaoessarily 
aloee the war. Tlie expuWion of tlic 
' Spaaiards from Cubs is tba object to 
Im atlalaed bjr tbe Oaltsd States, but 

Spain may not then l>e ready to (|Uit. 
Tbe luaa of Cuba will aarsge the 
Spanish people aad only hNteate 

tbtir dekire for revenge. 

Tbe same is true of the Phillippine 
Wands. It will probably not be long 
before Spain is driven from them, 
but tbst sot will not close tbe war. 
Spain may ba iDiaedbj lack < t funds 
to give up sftar a few nonibs, and it 
is very probable tbst tbe European 
powers, rather than see sn indefinite 
aad dilatory war, will force Spain to 
aas for peaoe. This u tbe probable 
#aiMae aad the oa^ 



apparent for belieTiag that the war 
will be less tbaa sis sMntbs la length. 

It ia not impossible that this coun- 
try will have to send lu fleets to the 
SpaaM eoast aad boariMid coast 
cities, or oven that Spain will have ta 
be invaded before tlie war can be 
eloeed. Tlie only aaeertala feature 
of the war is ita length, and it may 
be a most serious problem for this 
natioa to bring the war to a eloee, 
after it has attained all the objects 
that were sought by the war. 

TiiBKK is no doubt thst tbe course 
of Greet Brltala la oar eoatrovaray 
with Spain tends to dispel to a very 
great extent the prejudiuea of our peo- 
ple towarda her. Nor can it be 
doubted that there would have 
already l>een an armed and threaten- 
ing condition of European moaarcbs 
sgaiost tbe United States hot for tbe 
refusal of Britain ta giro saoetion to 
such a coasbination. There la a nat- 
ural syspathy antoagst the miers of 
Bniepe la favor of eaeb other aad a 
strong dislike against the rnite<l 
States on sceount of the Monroe doc- 
triae. Knropa baa aeaa aad for eeo 
turies past to dictate the policy and 
msks tbe laws for tbe earth, all of 
which were baaed ea the dhlaa right 

of ruling. The United States arose 
sod declared king rule muat not be 
eitaaded ea tUa eide altha Athatle. 

Tills is a standing threat and menace 
lo the hopea of monarobiual extenaiona 
al power ia tbe we st sr a hoariaphera. 
Oreat Britain being a free govern 
ment baa acceded to our claim to 
proUbit iBfther eonquest for colonial 
sggrsndisaBsnt. Tbe alliance of 
Greet Britsin and the Umted Sutes 
would build up a power sgsinst alMo* 
lutism so lofty and strong thateracy 
concession is msde to prereat soeh 
consummstion. In tlie meantina Un- 
cle Ssffl will Juat paieoe the oven 
uoor of his destiay aad laeare that 
tbi« hemisphere shell be laM bf tbe 
people therein.

This is an error and injurious to 
ouraelvea. We are American citizens 
from tbe top of our beads to the soles 
of our feet, and this we prookim, 
aad deoMBd oor rights sa aocb. 

Mrieo ta aar ooMtqr, the ssmo as 
it la the ooaalqr ol Ibo Qar«sn, 
Krcnoh, Itslisa aad Pola. Wa ess- 
not in one bresth claim American 
citisensblp and in the other repudiate 
ta obligations. 

We recognij^e as inconsistent 
that this governmeat is incapable of 
protecting tbe colored man from 
burning and lynching within our own 
borders, and yet claims the right to 
enter a foreign territory and demand 
that like wronga abaU oeaaa. Ws 
see bow Mtaral it la to feel that the 
lad BUM ahonld not be expected 
to aialat ta righting a wrong, whic h 
by otbere, he llkewiae lutfers. But 
we are of one family. Our troublea 
sre our own, to settle ourselves. Our 
country is greater than uur personal 
ufferings. Tbe csuse is one belong- 
ing to humanity, and neilbrr color 
nor race nor creed should stan.l in 
the way of relief. Moreover, wrongs 
are often alleviated by making tbe 
wrong doer feel his obligstioa to kind- 
or anespectad SHietaaoa. The 
war may do MOro to oaOMBt a broth- 
erly feeling betweoa tba while fad 
colored of this country than all the 
legislation enacted or (he force used 
Already it baa snapped the cord of 
feeling between North and South 
and when shoulder to shoulder the 
southerner and the northerner of the 
white race shall behold the bravery of 
the negro upm the fields of ba'tle, he 
must feel tbat skins may differ but 
pauiotism dwells ia black snd white 
tbe ssMS. Who kaow kat whet s 
war in which we shall be oslled upoa 
to ta'ie part may end oar rooa tron 
ble» ? Men are not wholly waating 
in conscience at some times. 

Cuba shall be free in the name 
of the gr.tndest principals ever 
enunciuteii by human wisdom — liber- 
ty, bumanity and love. The highest 
aw of nations is found in humane 
action if tbe e<|uity side of na- 
tional disputes. Let there be no 
fear ot the colored brother's atsnd 
wbea celled oa. Be will protaet the 
nation'a flag. Let no talk sboi t 
putting tbe colored man to the front 
irritate or cause a feeling ot dissatis- 
faction, the negro will forge bis way 
to tbe front nuyhow, as be is doing 
today in spite of all prejudice.
